Council OKs 
Purchase Of 
Police Cars 


To Buy New 
Autos From 
Keflett Motor Co. 


The city 
council, 
meeting in 
regular session last night at the 
city hall, approved the purchase 
of two 1952 Dodge W ay farer auto - 
nr 
oiles from the Kellett Motor Co., 
for use as police cars. 
There w ere only two bids enter­ 
ed, the second being from the Wal- 
to n-W illiams Motor Company . 
Walton and Williams was the 
lowest bidder but had ba<od their 
bid on two new 1951 Ford Tudcrs. 
The net difference in pnco after- 
trade-in on the present 1950 and 
1949 Fo rds was $1350 on Walton- 
W illiams’ bid while the net differ­ 
ence .for Kellett was $2282.34.

The council was unanimo us in 
its selection after thorough discus­ 
sion of the matter. 
It was decided that the y ear’s 
depreciation on each car would 
equal the difference in the bids. 
The new police 
cars will be 
painted a brilliant Chinese Red 
and will sport huge gold police de­ 
cals on the sides and rear. 
The spotlights, sirens and police 
radios will be transferred to the 
new cars, delivery on which has 
been promised within 30 day s. 
Sewer Cleaning Bid 
A bid on the cleaning of the 
storm sewers of Sikeston was un­ 
der consideration and will be rul­ 
ed on following a meeting with the 
Board of 
Public 
Works 
who, 
thro ugh E. P. Coleman, have vo l­ 
unteered to pay for the cleaning 
work. 
Mr. Coleman also told May or 
Joseph M. Cravens, Jr., to 
rdei 
special cleaning equipm ent and 
that the Board of Public Works 
would pay for that also. 
The May o r told the council he 
applauded this act of generosity 
and had already placed the order 
for the special 
sewer 
cleaning 
equipment. 
The equipm ent purchased will 
aid in keeping the present storm 
sewer sy stem up to full capacity 
and should aid immensely in rid ­ 
ding Sikesto n’s streets of the huge 
pools of w ater which now menace 
this rapidly ex panding metropolis. 
City Crews 
The city had tho ught of having 
city crews do the w o rk with the 
new equipm ent ordered. 
That was before the Ace Pipe 
Cleaning Contractors, Inc., put in 
their bid of $12,600. 
Their original pre-bid estimate 
was close to $25,000. 
This was the reason the bid was 
taken under consideration and the 
decision made to take it up with 
the Board of Public Works who 
has promised to “foot” the bill. 
Precinct Appro v al 
Other business to come before 
the council last night concerned 
the appro ving of the city ’s present 
precincts as set out under recent 
ordinances, by passage of ano ther 
ordinance 
which gave 
this ap­ 
proval. 
This act was necessary prior to 
registration, which begins in the 
city tomo rro w and ex tends thro ugh 
Friday .

Soft Drink Price 
Boost Authorized 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8—(,P)— i 
The go vernm ent today authorized 
soft drink retailers to raise prices 
by a penny a bottle on single bo t­ 
tle sales if their costs have gone 
up a half cent a bottle. 
However, the Office of Pr ice j 
Stabilization said that in sales of 
more than one bottle, the increase 
can be figured only at a half cent 
for each bo ttle with any odd fr ac­ 
tion ro unded off to the nex t high­ 
est full cent. 
The 
regulatio n 
also 
allows 
m anufacturers to reduce sizes 
bottles i.t they desi'e instead oi 
raising prices. Previouslv bottler^ 
had been allowed to raise prices 
up to a m ax im um of 16 cents a 
case for 6-ounce to 12-ounce sizes. 
Heretofore, retailers have been 
allowed to 
increase prices only 
when bottlers raised their prices, 
the full 16 cents for a case of 24 
bottles. 
To day ’s action by OPS permits 
retailers to pass on the increase 
when the bo ttler raises his price , 
as much as 12 cents a case or a 
hall cent a bottle.

logic to admit that excessive size 
of government itself presents more 
menaces than those implied b y b ig 
b usinesses.

The basic assumntion in this lit­ 
tle book is that the public interest, 
j and hence public acceptance, is the 
| final criterion by which any insti­ 
tution or policy can be judged. It 
j proceeds on the doctrine that a 
! competitiv e spirit is the key stone 
of our economic sy stem, and that 
the rules which gov ern this com- 
notitiv e <nirit must be dictated by 
public approv al and acceptance, 
nev er by act of Congress or man­ 
date of a court. 
The public 
itself, 
argues Dr. 
Griffin, will apjaly certain tests to 
business, and on the results of 
these tests the public w ill approv e 
or disapprov e of the enterprise, 
regardless of its size, whether it 
be 
corner 
grocery 
or 
national 
monopoly . These performance tests 
inev itably inquire about any busi­ 
ness: 
1. Is the industry or company 
efficient? 
2. Is it progressiv e? 
3. Does it show a reasonable 
and socially useful profit pattern? 
4. Does it hav e as high a degree 
of freedom of entry as the nature 
of the industry permits? 
5. Is it wrell suited to serv e na­ 
tional defense needs? 
If a company passes these fiv e 
tests, Dr. Griffin suggests, there 
will be no hesitancy on the part of 
the public to accept and indorse 
the organization. After all, he re­ 
peats, the public is and must be 
the final judge; certainly no social 
theory of legislators or gov ern­ 
ment ex perimenters can perpetuate 
or condemn an establishment, and 
surely no nebulous legal doctrine 
can be relied upon. 
The study suggests the familiar 
phrase, “ the greatest good for the 
greatest number.” If an enterprise 
performs well for the public good, 
the public w ill accept it. Legisla­ 
tiv e and judicial processes are ar­ 
tificial and transitory . 
The little book presents a fresh 
approach to an old question, one 
which was born with the Industrial 
Rev olution. This study approaches

horned larks, can generally b e 
We’v e had more than our share found .feeding out in the field 
of cold, disagreeab le, rainy weather where we’v e scattered hay for the 
m recent weeks at Possum Trot 
Farm. It keeps the ground saturat­ 
ed so that ev ery shower sends 
Saline creek out of its b anks and 
isloates for a day the .fiv e families 
who liv es b etween the stream and 
Buford Mountain. But as long as 
it isn’t windy, our animals pay 
little attention to the rain. Once 
the cows hav e b een fed, they mov e 
out of the b arn to lie along the 
lee side, contentedly chewing their 
cuds; or stand quietly while their 
calv es are nursing.

The b irds mind cloudy weather 
no more than our farm animals, 
prov iding it isn’t actually raining. 
On the weekend after Thanksgiv ­ 
ing the b arometer dropped and 
clouds hung low ov er the v alley, 
opening up now and then to let 
down a deluge. Yet in the morning 
as I went ab out the chores, hun­ 
dreds upon hundreds of rob ins 
chirruped and sang in the b ig oak 
trees along the b luff and then 
mov ed into the maples in the yard. 
And as Mike coursed ahead of me 
on the way to the b arn, dozens of 


cattle on fine days. 
The b eautiful Carolina wren is 
still our fav orite of all the b irds 
which come to the feeders. It is 
the largest of the wrens and the 
only one which spends the winter 
with us; and its song is so v atied 
that whenev er we hear a b ird note 
we do not immediately recognize, 
we start searching for the Carolina. 
Some six years ago when we still 
liv ed in St. Louis county, Athos 
and Sara Menab oni of Atlanta 
came to v isit us while Athos’s re­ 
markab le b ird paintings were b eing 
exhib ited at the Museum. 
Our Carolina wrens were b usy 
in the red honeysuckle along the 
old rail fence and Athos agreed to 
undertake a painting of them for 
us. He said it would not b e done 
immediately, since he had many 
commitments and was working on 
the 
b ook 
“Menab oni’s 
Birds,” 
which was finally pub lished last 
year. We know from experience 
just how b usy b oth Sara and Athos 
are and would hardly hav e b lamed 
him if he had conv eniently for­ 
gotten the commission. But one 
day, ab out a year ago

package arriv ed from Atlanta; and 
inside it was our watercolor of the 
wrens, singing in the red honey­ 
suckle. It now holds the place of 
honor ab ov e the .fireplace mantle 
in the liv ing room. 


CLAMOR AT HOME

We find that it would no more 
b e possib le for us to liv e without 
our pictures than 
without our 
b ooks. Often days will go b y when 
killdeer rose from the ridge field you are hardly conscious of them; 
and circled ab out, crying out at 
b eing disturb ed. A mixed b and of

Not long ago parents and doctors 
alike were helpless to prev ent chil­ 
dren from getting communicab le 
‘childhood diseases” 
which 
en­ 
dangered the 
child’s health and 
often cost him his life. Among 
these death-dealing diseases were 
whooping cough, smallpox, diph­ 
theria, and measles. 
B etter child 
care and the de- 
relopment of curativ e drugs hav e 
decreased child deaths from these 
diseases. But an ounce of prev en­ 
tion is still worth a pound of cure. 
One 
powerful 
weapon 
against 
childhood diseases has b een the 
jse of immunizing techniques to 
orotect 
children 
against 
many 
communicab le ills. 
For the first six months of his 
life, a b ab y retains in the b lood he 
ieriv ed from his mother certain 
infection-resisting sub stances. Af- 
r.er this “natural immunity” period, 
protection against some 
diseases 
can b e extended artificially b y a 
orogram 
of 
immunization. The 
b ab y’s doctor, of course, is the b est 
•.ource of adv ice on when and what 
mmunization should b e giv en the 
.ndiv idual child. 
The younger a child is when he 
falls v ictim to diseases charact­ 
eristic 
of 
childhood, the 
more 
dangerous it is for him. So it is 
idv isab le to immunize an infant 
igainst certain diseases early in 
Pis life—at the age of two or three 
nonths. 
For example, in some localities 
infants 
are 
v accinated 
against 
mallpox 
at 
b irth. 
Whooping 
ough, also, has always b een a 
pecial hazard of infants and with 
nodern techniques these days it is 
ise to immunize b ab ies against 


When a child has b een exposed 
to measles, and the date of ex­ 
posure is known, it is also possib le 
to immunize the child, for a limit­ 
ed time, b y an injection of a serum 
known as gamma glob ulin, a sub ­ 
stance deriv ed from human b lood 
which contains antib odies against 
measles. 
Inoculations can also b e giv en 
against tetanus (lockjaw), a dead­ 
ly disease caused b y a germ that 
multiplies most rapidly in a deep 
wound. Tetanus immunization is 
recommended for all children— 
around the age of three months— 
since the diseace may dev elop ev en 
from a minor wound which may 
b e contaminated. In emergencies, 
temporary protection can b e ob ­ 
tained with anti-tetanus serum. 
Within the last decade, there has 
b een dev eloped a technique known 
as comb ined immunization, where­ 
b y a child can b e immunized a- 
gainst diphtheria, whooping cough, 
and tetanus at the same time. Com­ 
b ined immunization should b egin 
at from two to three months of 
age and “b ooster shots” to rein­ 
force protection against those dis­ 
eases can b e giv en when recom­ 
mended and when necessary later 
in the child’s 
life. 
But 
again, 
whether it b e indiv idual of com­ 
b ined immunization, the doctor is 
the b est source of adv ise concern­ 
ing the indiv idual child. 
Immunizing 
agents and 
tech­ 
nique hav e sav ed, and will con­ 
tinue to sav e, 
countless 
young 
liv es. But ev en more b ab ies would 
grow to healthful 
adulthood if 
more parents were to take adv ant­ 
age of our modern, reliab le, im­ 
munization programs.

I nom ic Problems series. 
The basic assumption in this lit­ 
tle book is that the public interest, 
j and hence public acceptance, is tho 
final criterion by which any insti­ 
tution or policy ran bo indeed. It 
proceeds on the doctrine that a 
competitive spirit is the keystone 
of our economic system, and that 
’ho rules w’hich govern this com­ 
petitive 'Oirit must be dictated by 
public approval and acceptance, 
never by act of Congress or m an­ 
date of a court. 
The

itself, 
argues 
Dr. 
Griffin, will apply certain tests to 
business, and on the results of 
these tests the public will approve 
or disapprove of the enterprise, 
regardless of its size, w hether it 
be 
corner 
grocery 
or 
national 
monopoly. These performance tests 
inevitably inquire about any busi­ 
ness: 
1. Is the industry or company 
efficient? 
2. Is it progressive? 
3. Does it show a reasonable 
and socially useful profit pattern? 
4. Does it have as high a degree 
of freedom of entry as the nature 
of the industry permits? 
5. Is it w’ell suited to serve na­ 
tional defense needs? 
If a company passes these five 
tests, Dr. Griffin suggests, there 
will be no hesitancy on the part of 
the public to accept and indorse 
the organization. After all, he re ­ 
peats, the public is and must be 
the final judge: certainly no social 
theory of legislators or govern­ 
ment experim enters can perpetuate 
or condemn an establishment, and 
surely no nebulous legal doctrine 
can be relied upon. 
The study suggests the familiar 
phrase, “the greatest good for the 
greatest num ber.” If an enterprise 
performs well for the public good, 
the public will accept it. Legisla­ 
tive and judicial processes are a r­ 
tificial and transitory. 
The little book presents a fresh 
approach to an old question, one 
which was born w’ith the Industrial 
Revolution. This study approaches 
the issue sanely and logically, af­ 
ter the m anner of scholars and 
thinkers, rather than 
after the 
m anner of demagogs hustling for 
votes. If it does nothing else, it re­ 
minds us that bigness of itself is 
neither good nor evil.

From 
a mid-week top of $18.35 cwt., the 
late advance lifted prices to a 
peak of $19.25 Friday for net gains 
of 50 to 75c on weights under 200 
lbs. and 25 to 50c on the heavier 
butchers. Packing sows strength­ 
ened 25 to 50c. 
With the turn of the year, the 
hog m arket is considered in a 
seasonally 
improving 
position. 
Temporary heavy marketings early 
this month are expected to be off­ 
set by a broad consumer demand 
and storage outlet. Some market 
observers expect a gap in hog sup­ 
plies during the late winter and 
early spring. Official reports in­ 
dicate only a slight increase in 
the fall pig crop and a marked 
curtailm ent in the spring crop. 
Increased cattle receipts, par­ 
ticularly of steers and heifers and 
m ixed yearlings lowered prices on 
these classes 25 to 50c or more. 
Cows showed independent strength 
to close 50c higher, and bulls were 
steady to 25c up. Average and high 
prim e 1088-lb. steers topped at 
$37.50, while bulk of good and 
choice steers and heifers turned at 
531.00 to $34.50; common and low

in recent weeks at Possum Trot 
Farm. It keeps the ground saturat­ 
ed so that every shower sends 
Saline creek out of its banks and 
isloates for a day the .five families 
who lives between the stream and 
Buford Mountain. But as long as 
it isn’t windy, our animals pay 
little attention to the rain. Once 
the cows have been fed, they move 
out of the barn to lie along the 
lee side, contentedly chewing their 
cuds; or stand quietly while their 
calves are nursing. Even Daisy and 
Ribbon would rather be out in the 
open than shut up warm and snug 
in their stalls.

PROTECTING THE BABY 
Not long ago parents and doctors 
alike wore helpless to prevent chil­ 
dren from getting communicable 
‘childhood diseases" 
which 
en- 
langered the 
child’s health and 
often cost him his life. Among 
these death-dealing diseases were 
whooping cough, smallpox, diph­ 
theria, and measles. 
Better child 
care and the de­ 
velopment of curative drugs have 
decreased child deaths from these 
diseases. But an ounce of preven­ 
tion is still worth a pound of cure. 
One 
powerful 
weapon 
against 
'>hildhood diseases has been the 
jse of immunizing techniques to 
orotect 
children 
against 
many 
communicable ills. 
For the first six months of his 
’ife, a baby retains in the blood he 
lerived from his mother certain 
nfection-resisting substances. Af- 
er this ‘‘natural immunity” period, 
protection against some 
diseases 
•an be extended artificially by a 
»rogram 
of 
immunization. The 
baby’s doctor, of course, is the best 
source of advice on when and what 
mmunization should be given the 
.ndividual child. 
The younger a child is when he 
alls victim to diseases charact­ 
eristic 
of 
childhood, the 
more 
dangerous it is for him. So it is 
idvisable to immunize an infant 
igainst certain diseases early in 
nis life— at the age of two or throe 
nonths.

which contains antibodies against 
measles. 
Inoculations can also be given 
against tetanus (lockjaw), a dead­ 
ly disease caused by a germ that 
multiplies most rapidly in a deep 
wound. Tetanus immunization is 
recommended 
for all children— 
around the age of three months— 
since the diseace may develop even 
from a minor wound which may 
be contaminated. In emergencies, 
temporary protection can be ob­ 
tained with anti-tetanus serum. 
Within the last decade, there has 
been developed a technique known 
as combined immunization, w here­ 
by a child can be immunized a- 
gainst diphtheria, whooping cough, 
and tetanus at the same time. Com­ 
bined immunization should begin 
at from two to three months of 
age and “booster shots” to rein­ 
force protection against those dis­ 
eases can be given when recom ­ 
mended and when necessary later 
in the child’s 
life. 
But 
again, 
whether it be individual of com­ 
bined immunization, the doctor is 
the best source of advise concern­ 
ing the individual child. 
Immunizing 
agents and 
tech­ 
nique have saved, and will con­ 
tinue to save, 
countless 
young 
lives. But even more babies would 
grow to healthful 
adulthood if 
more parents were to take advant­ 
age of our modern, reliable, im­ 
munization programs.

For the first six m onths of his 
life, a baby retains in the blood he 
derived from his m other certain 
infection-resisting substances. A f­ 
er this “natural im m unity” period, 
protection against some

I baby’s doctor, of course, is th e best 
;ource of advice on when and w hat 
m m unization should be given the 
I ndividual child. 
T he younger a child is w hen he

dangerous it is for him. So it is 
advisable to im m unize an infant

At Possum Trot Farm 
Birds Sing, Even in 
Lowering Weather 


By Leonard Hall 
We’ve had m ore than our share 
of cold, disagreeable, rainy w eather 
rn recent weeks at Possum Trot 
Farm. It keeps the ground satu rat­ 
ed so that every show er sends 
Saline creek out of its banks and 
isloates for a day the five fam ilies 
who lives between the stream and 
Buford M ountain. But as long as 
it isn’t windy, our anim als pay 
little attention to the rain. Once 
the cows have been fed, they move 
out of the barn to lie along the 
lee side, contentedly chew ing their 
cuds; or stand quietly w hile their 
calves are nursing. Even Daisy and 
Ribbon would rather be out in the 
open than shut up warm and snug 
in their stalls. We feed them grain 
and hay in the m orning but can 
soon hear them paw ing at the 
stable doors to be let out. At night, 
except in the w orst w eather, we 
fill their m angers w ith hay but 
don’t shut the horses in, and in­ 
variably they come stam ping out 
cf the stable as soon as they’ve fin­ 
ished eating. 


The birds mind cloudy w eather 
no m ore than our farm anim als, 
providing it isn’t actually raining. 
On the w eekend after T hanksgiv­ 
ing the barom eter dropped and 
clouds hung low over the valley, 
opening up now and then to let 
down a deluge. Yet in the m orning 
as I w ent about the chores, h un­ 
dreds upon hundreds of robins 
chirruped and sang in the big oak 
trees along the bluff and then 
moved into the m aples in the yard. 
And as M ike coursed ahead of me 
on th e w ay to the barn, dozens of 
killdeer rose from the ridge field 
and circled about, crying out at 
being disturbed. A m ixed band of 
grackles and starlings, w ith a few 


whooping cough at three to six 
m onths of age or earlier, especial­ 
ly if there is an epidem ic in the 
area. 
A third form of protection ad­ 
visable for infants is im m unization 
against diphtheria, which should 
be given when a child is betw een 
two and six m onths old, certainly 
before he reaches his first b irth ­ 
day. 


W hen a child has been exposed 
to measles, and the date of ex ­ 
posure is known, it is also possible 
to im m unize the child, for a lim it­ 
ed time, by an injection of a serum 
known as gam ma globulin, a sub­ 
stance derived from hum an blood 
which contains antibodies against 
measles. 
Inoculations can also be given 
against tetanus (lockjaw ), a dead­ 
ly disease caused by a germ that 
m ultiplies most rapidly in a deep 
wound. T etanus im m unization is 
recom m ended for all children— 
around the age of three m onths— 
since the diseace may develop even 
from a m inor wound w hich m ay 
be contam inated. In em ergencies, 
tem porary protection can be ob­ 
tained w ith anti-tetanus serum . 
W ithin the last decade, there has 
been developed a technique known 
as com bined im m unization, w here­ 
by a child can be immunized a- 
gainst diphtheria, whooping cough, 
and tetanus at the sam e time. Com­ 
bined im m unization should begin 
at from tw o to three m onths of 
age and “booster shots” to rein ­ 
force protection against those dis­ 
eases can be given when recom ­ 
m ended and when necessary later 
in the child’s 
life. 
But 
again, 
w hether it be individual of com ­ 
bined im m unization, the doctor is 
the best source of advise concern­ 
ing the individual child. 
Im m unizing 
agents and 
tech­ 
nique have saved, and will con­ 
tinue to save, 
countless 
young 
lives. But even m ore babies would 
grow to healthful 
adulthood if 
m ore parents w ere to take advant­ 
age of our m odern, reliable, im ­ 
m unization program s.

horned larks, can generally be 
found .feeding out in the field 
w here we’ve scattered hay for the 
cattle on fine days. 
The beautiful Carolina w ren is 
still our favorite of all the birds 
which come to the feeders. It is 
the largest of the wrens and the 
only one which spends the wanter 
w ith us; and its song is so vaiied 
that w henever we hear a bird note 
we do not im m ediately recognize, 
we start searching for the Carolina. 
Some six years ago when we still 
lived in St. Louis county, Athos 
and Sara 
M enaboni of A tlanta 
came to visit us while Athos’s re­ 
m arkable bird paintings w ere being 
exhibited at the Museum. 
O ur Carolina w rens w ere busy 
in the red honeysuckle along the 
old rail fence and Athos agreed to 
undertake a painting of them for 
us. He said it would not be done 
im m ediately, since he had many 
com m itm ents and was working on 
the 
book 
“M cnaboni’s 
Birds,” 
which was finally published last 
year. We know from experience 
just how busy both Sara and Athos 
are and would hardly have blamed 
him if he had conveniently for­ 
gotten the commission. But one 
day, about a year ago 
a large 
package arrived from A tlanta; and 
inside it was our watercolor of the 
wrens, singing in the red honey­ 
suckle. It now holds the place of 
honor above the fireplace m antle 
in the living room. 


We find that it would no more 
be possible for us to live without 
our 
pictures than 
w ithout our 
books. Often days will go by when 
you are hardly conscious of them ; 
yet there they are. like old friends 
to add w arm th and a w ealth of 
association to the home. The C aro­ 
lina w rens over the fireplace bring 
a breath of sum m er and song into 
the room on the coldest w inter day. 
They recall to us a charm ing house 
in the woods near A tlanta w here a 
talented artist lives and w orks with 
his equally talented wife, painting 
and w riting about the birds Ihey 
love. 
And so it is with our other pic­ 
tures. There is the fine oil which 
C harles M orgenthaler did of the 
first Possum Trot; a bright spring 
landscape w ith a fine sweep of 
hillside and valley overlooking a 
bend of the M eram ec river. Often 
visitors ask about the place w here 
our country adventures began and 
we are glad to be able to show 
them , as w ell as to recall the good 
tim es we had there. A nother favo­ 
rite is a painting of the present 
Possum T rot and a broad sweep 
of Belleview Valley which was 
done by my brother Tom. He 
clim bed high up to the edge of 
Buford M ountain at the east boun­ 
dary of the farm on a bright June 
day and has captured well the feel­ 
ing of this upland prairie in its 
bowl of encircling hills. The paint­ 
ing hangs on my study w all and 
once, when G innie decided to move 
it to a m ore prom inent place in 
the living room, I found I missed 
it so m uch th at we brought it back 
again. 
Then there is a fram ed photo­ 
graph which 
was sent by our 
friends C harles Schw artz, the great 
w ildlife photographer and artist. 
It is a close-up portrait of a m other 
opossum w ith seven youngsters 
clinging to her back; and it bears 
the title “T radem ark for Possum 
Trot.” 
One difficulty w ith our books 
is that they refuse to stay neatly 
stacked away on shelves in pre­ 
cisely catalogued order. The rea­ 
son is th at m any of them are al­ 
ways in use, so that when we’re 
particularly busy, they pile up all 
over the house 
Thus Hiore are 
books on the table in the kitchen 
w here we eat our breakfast, books 
on the cabinet at the head of the 
bed and, m ore likely than not. a 
few under the bed.
